‘TRU! STS. 


A Few Specimens of Messrs. Blaine and 
Carnegie’s Private Affairs.“ 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

Mr. Maine said in his Portland speech of 
Wednesday, speaking ot the monopoly trusts 
of the country: Fe are largely private 
affairs, with which neither President Cleveland nor 
any private citizen has any right to interfere.” 

Let us see how far they are private affairs. 

We have a sugar trust. It has lately ad- 
vanced the price of sugar from 1 to2 cents per 
pound, and 1 cent per pound on the sugar 
consumed in the United States gives $31,000 ,000 
additional profits to the monopoly trust. This 
trust is made possible only by the high tarift 
tax on sugar. Is it purely a private affair? 

We have a lumber trust, by which every 
man’s shingles and boards and other timber 
of his house, barn, fence, ete., are arbitrarily 
taxed, and this oppressive tax on the whole 
people is made possible only by the high 
tarifftax on lumber that Mr. Blaine so vigor- 
ously denounced in Congress. Is it purely a 
private affair? 

We have a salt trust, by which every table in 
the land is taxed, whether of rich or poor,and 
that extra tax upon the whole people is made 
posajbie only by the present high tariff tax on 
salt, that Mr. Blaine publicly opposed in 
Congress. Is it purely a private affair? 

We have a jute trust, by which every farmer 
who bags his grain is taxed by a monopoly 
combine, and it is made possible only by the 
present high tarif tax on jute. Is it purely a 
private affair? 

We havea cordage trust, by which every 
farmer who binds asheaf of grain and every 
person who uses twine or rope are extra 
taxed by a monopoly combine, and it is made 
possible only by the high tariff tax on beth 
raw materials and manufactured goods. Is it 
purely a private affair? 

We nave arubber trust, by which rubber 
goods are largely advanced in price by mo- 
nepoly. Rubber ‘goods are more used by 
workingmen than by all others, and this ex- 
tortion is made possibile only by the high tariff 
tax on rubber fabrics. Is it purely a private 
affair? 

We have an envelope trust, by which-a mo- 
nopoly tax bas been levied on the whole peo- 
ple, forall use envelopes, and this robbery 
has been made possible only by the high tar- 
iff tax on envelopes. Is it purely a private at᷑ - 
fair? , 

We had a steel trust, by which steel rails 
were arbitrarily advanced from $26 to $40 per 
ton. Its greed broke itself, but with the pres- 
ent high tariff tax it can be renewed at any 
time and will be as soon as it dare be done. 
Is it purely a private affair? 

We have a type trust, by which an excessive 
tax is imposed upon every consumer of this 
country, and it was made possibile only by the 
high tariff tax upon that article. Is it purely 
a private affair? 

We have a free trade cheap labor trust, with 
higbly protected manufacturers as its liberal 
patrons, and it is made possible only because 
Mr. Biaine and other high war tariff advo- 
cates tax home labor for the necessaries of 
life and allow free trade in cheap labor to do 
their work. Is it purely a private affair? 

These are only a few of the many monopoly 
trusts which oppress the whole people by 
monopoly taxes, and which would perish in a 
Gay if our tariff laws honestly protected the 


. instead of pro 
tecting monopoly. 

Are these mere ‘private affairs which 
neither President Cleveland nor any private 
citizen has any right to interfere?’’ 

If Mr. Blaine so thinks, the people will not 
only refuse to accept his views, but they win 
take the most direct method to destroy all 
to systematic robbery of consumers.

WABASH WESTERN.

An Arrangement Effected by Which, Begin- 
ning September 16, the St. Louis, Keokuk 
& Northwestern Read Will Share Equally 
the Tracks and "Facilities of the Wabash 
Between St. Loule and 8t. Peters— 
Changes in Train Service That Will Be 
Made—Further Competition Established 
in the Rush for Western Business—Nego- 
tiations That Were Long Pending. 


A traffic arrangement which has been the 
subject for much discussion during several 
years past and which will have no little effect 
on the freight and passenger business be- 
tween Bt.

THE MURDER OF QUINN, THE ATHLETE, 
LEGALLY AVENGED. 


Execution of Dan Lyons in the Tombs Prison 
This Morning—Last Hdurs of the Con- 
demned Man—Joking and Laughing on 
the Gallows—A Murderous Plot to Es. 

' gape From Prison. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISsPATCH. 

New York, August 21.—The life of a human 
being was once of little value in the eyes of 
Daniel Lyons, and though he had been guilty 
of many misdeeds, he has been punished for 
one crime, that of killing Joseph J. Quinn, 
July 5, 1887. For this murder Lyons was sen- 
tenced to be hanged in the Tombs yard be- 
tween 7 and 8 o’clock this morning. He had 
been a tough“ all his life and even gioried 
in that fact for he was a useful man toward 
politicians on election day, and they got him 
out of many shooting scrapes and stabbing 
affrays. Lyons used a pistol or a knife on the 
slightest provocation. The politicians could 
not save him, however, when he did a job of 
housebreaking, and he served eighteen 
months, in the State prison. He was not in 
the least reformed, for right after that he was 
concerned in a highway robbery, for which he 
passed two years of his time in the peniten- 
tiary. He had not been gout six 
months when he shot and killed Quinn. 
Even at the Tombs Lyons planned a murder. 
Dan Driscoll, the leader of a bad gang, who 
was executed six months ago, and Lyons oc- 
cupied adjoining cells in murderers’ row. 
They removed the iron bars at their cell win- 
dow, and only waited for nighetfall to climb 
through the window, and, armed with the 
bars, were ready to take the life of the keeper 
on duty in the yard. It would have been easy 
then to climb the walls and make theif 
escape. Mrs. Lyons, Dan’s mother, informed 
‘*Fatty’’ Walsh, who was then warden, of the 
plet and it was frustrated. The gallows was 
erected yesterday, and the hammering awoke 
Lyons from his sleep. He immediately fell on 
his knees and prayed for half an hour. 
Then the undertaser arrived and Lyons, 
in the most matter-of-fact way, told him to 
fix up the black scar around his neck nicely 
after death, and said he wanted to be buried in 
Calvary Cemetery before 3 o'clock in the af- 
ternoon. He did not want any such high- 
falutin nonsense as a wake over his body. 

NO RESPITE. 

Lawyer Blake was the next to arrive and he 
explained to Lyons what had been done for 
him to save his life since Saturday last. At 4 
o’clock in the afternoon this telegram was 
received and brought to the Sheriff’s office: 
To Sherif Hugh Grant: 

The Governor vas consulted with the Attor- 
ney-General and devides that Justice Patter- 
son’s decision is rightand that the sentence 
must be executed. The Governor, after care- 
ful consideration, felt compelled to decline 


further respite. W. T. Rien, 
Private Secretary. 


The same messenger boy hurried to Mr. 
Blake’s office in Center street and brought the 
following: 

**The Governor, after careful consideration, 
declines to grant any further respite in the 
Lyons case. 

The prison officials speak of Lyons as being 
the coolest man they have ever seen under 
similar circumstances. Lyons said last night 
that if he had shunned bad company and my 
away from liquor saloons he would not be 
where he was. He did not want any one to 
believe that he was not afraid of death. He 
was but could not belp himeelf. 

Father Selinas called at7o’clock and re- 
mained an hour. Under-Sneriff Sexton ar- 
rived. at 9:30. He said that the éxecution 
would take place at 7:35 this morning. 

Dan Lyons, the murder of Quinn, the ath- 
lete, expiated his crime this morning upon the 
scaffold inthetombs. He was banged at 7:15 
a.m. Lyons passed his last night upon earth 
in a perfectly cool, calm, collected way. In 
fact, his state of mind did not change from 
the last month. His indifference to the awful 
fate before him was not bravado, neither was 
it religious enthusiasm. It was due to the 
fact that he either did not or could 
not realize his position.

Sheriffs could hardly believe their ears. 
Experienced men as they were, they had 
never met a criminal likethis. They asked 
him to repeat the words and upon his doing 
so could not answer. Early in the evening 
faithful, Father Selinas called. Lyons von- 
fessed and was given absolution. The priest 
entered an adjoining cell and remained there 
until nearly (a. m. when he left. 

HIS LAST LUNCH. 

Lyons ate lunch of lobster salad and fruit, 
after which he took a bath and retired, re- 
questing to be called at 4 o’clock this morn- 
ing. His rest was as peaceful as that of an 
innocent babe. Notonce did he murmer or 
move. He was called at 4 o’clock and arose. 
Father Pendergast arrived about 5 o’clock 
with Father Selinas. After performing his 
ablutions Lyons received the priests. Thena 
procession was formed to the little chapel 
over the female prison. Deputy Warden Fln- 
ley came first, then Deputy Sheriff Burke and 
Fatner Selinas. The doomed man walked 
next, followed by Father Pendergast and 
Deputy Sheriff Lavery. After the services 
they returned to the cell. This is the 
fortieth time that Deputy Warden Finley 
has gone through the ceremony. Lyons was 
unconcerned as usual. At d a. m. the Sheriff, 
through his deputy, MeGonegal, took posses- 
sion of the Tombs. The priests went with 
Lyons to his oeil and prayed with him. After 
prayer the condemned man took a cup of 
coffee and walked about the Elm stree side of 
the prison * furthest removed from the 
gallows. e was laughing and joking with 
the deputies who attended him. At 6:80 Hang - 
man Joe Atkinson and his assistants arrived: 

ON THE GALLOWS. 

At 7 o’clock the procession to the gallows 
was formed, and at 7:18 a. m. the drop fell. 
From the time the rope was cutuntilhe was 
pronounced dead at 7:19 o’clock there was but 
one convulsive movement of the body. 
Twenty minutes later the body was cut down 
aud placed in a coffin bearing the inscription: 

DANIEL LYONS : 
DIED AUGUST 21, 1888, : 
Aged 26 Years. ;

afternoon, when it will be buried in Calvary 
Cemetery. 

THE MURDER OF QUINN. 

The crime for which Lyons was executed 
was the murder of Joseph F. Quinn, on July 5, 
1887. Quinn was about 25 years old, a clerk in 
the Coffee Exchange, a prominent member 
of the Pastime Athletic Club and an all-round 
athiete. Lyons was known as a thief and had 
served terms in the Penitenti and State 
prison. The two young men lived near each 
other and were acquainted, but were never 
associates. On May 30, 1887, a quarrel about 
a young woman arose between them at a pic- 
nic. On July 4 following, they met in the 
street, the quarrel was renewed, and Quinn 
beatLyons, biacking his eyes and cutting his 
face. The next day Lyons borrowed a re- 
volver and several persons heard him threaten 
to do“ Quinn. In the evening Lyons met 
Quinn at Second avenue d Thirty-eighth 
street, afew angry words passed, and then 
Lyons drew his revolver and shot Quinn in the 
groin, inflicting à wound from which he died 
within two hours. Altho several pie 
witnessed the shooting and the police Were 
almost immediately on tie spot, Lyons es- 
caped from the city and fied to Philadelphia 
and then to Pittsburg. Thence he went to 
Chicago, but returned to Pittsburg. At 
MeKeesport he committed * - 
and was arrested for the theft while 
Mie to pawn some of the stolen goods.

CRAZED BY THEIR DEATSS. 


John Kreagan Driven td Suicide by Family 
Misfortune.

New YorK, August 21.—John Kreagan, 28 
years old, of 328 West Thirty-first street, com- 
mitted suicide yesterday afternoon at his 
home by shooting himself through the head 
with arevolver.

DEATH OF THE POPULAR AND KIND 
HEARTED MANAGER. 


The Youngest of Five Well-Kuown Brothers 
—A Fatal Iliness Resulting From Over- 
work—Debut of Blauche Marsden, Daugh- 
ter of the Late Piaywright—Digby Bell 
Assaulted—Jack St. Maur Dead. 


By Telegraph to the Pos-Disr Aren. 

New Tonk, August 21.—Edward Aronson, 
one of the most popular and kind-hearted 
men connected with the theatrieal profession, 
died yesterday morning at the family resi- 
dene, 218 West Forty-fourth street. He was 
born in this city June 21, 1859, and was the 
youngest of five brothers, the other four be- 
ing Rudolph, the present manager of the Cas- 
ino, Albert, Julius and Joseph, the last at 
present living in london. Edward Aronson 
was in every sense of the word a typical New 
York boy. For years he and Rudolph were 
associated in the music business. Their 
first theatrical venture was in the oid 
Metropolitan Concert Hall on the ground now 
occupied by the Broadway Theater. In all the 
various phases through which the building of 
the Casino went, Rudolph had no more faith- 
ful, earnest or sympathetic worker than his 
brother, Edward. Day and night he labored 
to bring about the success which crowned 
their efforts. He was a slave to the labor, 
Which, while it brought him and Rudolph suc- 
cess and prosperity, also helped him to lay 
the seeds of the disease which finally culmi- 
nated in his death. Naturally of a frail and 
delicate constitution, at times he taxed his 
strength beyond his power. He was a 
regular and conscientious member of 
the Actors“ Fund Executive Committee, 
and performed the duties of his 
trust religiously and well. Some idea of his 
popularity may be judged from the fact that 
when the Mohican Club was started Edward 
Aronson was chosen to be its President. So 
long as he remained at its head it was a suc- 
cess, but when he had to withdraw the club 
began to wane and finally passed out of ex- 
istence: A little over a year ago Edward 
Aronson began toshow signs of failing health. 
Last fall and winter saw him perceptibly fail- 
ing; yet hefought bravely against what ap- 


eared to be the approach of the inevitable. 
He visited Florida, but returned home in a 
few weeks not much improved by his prey A 
visit to the Adirondacks aiso proved futile.
